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GENERAL WOOD’S TROUBLES, 


General Leonard Wood has enountered 
of recent years a good cieal of hard luck 
which tends to offset the kindnesses which 
fortune bestowed upon him in his younger 
days. 
His latest mishap is brought upon 
him by his son and a pretty vexatious mis­ 
hap it is likely to prove. Lieutenant Wood’s 
exploit in cleaning up by speculation in the 
New York stock market, 
through 
opera­ 
tions conducted from Manila, has been the 
news sensation of the past few days. Every­ 
body is talking about it in this country; and 
unfortunately it is a safe assumption that 
a great many people are talking about it in 
the Philippines also, where this youthful 
Wall street wizard is now stationed, serv­ 
ing as an aide to his father, the governor 
general of the islands. 
It appears that Lieutenant Wood’s specu­ 
lations were entirely “regular.” They were 
stock gambling of a kind recognized as 
legitimate in the sense of being entirely 
within the law of the land, though not a 
few are opposed to that sort of thing on 
moral grounds. The war department finds 
that it is not called upon to take any action 
against Lieutenant Wood and this decision 
is probably technically sound, though it can 
hardly be argued that the example which 
young Wood has set his brother officers is 
likely to redound to the benefit of the army. 
The regrettable part of the whole affair is 
the inevitably bad effect upon the career of 
the father of the young man. 
The fact that the governor general’s son, 
serving as his father’s aide in the governor 
general’s place in Manila, has suddenly ac­ 
cumulated a vast fortune will naturally be 
seized upon with avidity by the clever Fili­ 
pino politicians with whom General Wood 
is already in conflict. 
The Filipino mind 
will not be able to make— or at least will 
not make— the distinctions 
which enable 
the war department to pass over this mat­ 
ter as none of 
its 
business. 
Lieutenant 
W ood’s luck will be magnified in the is­ 
lands into an enormous scandal, native an­ 
tagonism to General Wood and his regime 
will be intensified, and the Governor Gen­ 
eral’s administration will be beset by more 
troublesome problems than ever. 
Doubtless Lieutenant Wood is very hap­ 
py in the possession of so much money so 
easily made. 
But the public will reflect 
that this young man seems to have been 
singularly indifferent to the interests of his 
father and that he seems to have ignored 
altogether the obligation imposed upon him 
by the fact that he was the governor gen­ 
eral’s son and aide.

Euopean 
affairs” do not 
ieee! to cry idealism. 
As a matter of fact, 
,erv few of them are crying it, because they 
lave discovered 
that, 
thanks to certain 
politicians, many people are not now inter­ 
ested in idealism as they were during the 
var period. 
W hat the 
Washington Post 
,al!s the “agitation” for American partici- 
lation in the effort to solve the problem of 
Europe is not mainly an idealistic agitation. 


It is a great pity that anybody ever got that) 
idea. 
The principal reasons why America 
should help France to get on her feet are 
eminently 
and 
thoroughly 
practical1 
reasons. 
We want Europe to get on her feet so 
that she can buy our cotton and our wheat. 
We want her to get over her illness and get 
back into business because she has always 
been a profitable customer of ours and as 
long as she is out of business we cannot be 
as prosperous as we want to be if indeed < 
we can, under such conditions, be prosper­ 
ous at all. 
Hence if “idealism” is back of the “agi-j 
tation” for participation 
in the European; 
councils— an agitation, by the way, which 
the Coolidge Administration seems to favor 
— it is a very practical sort of idealism. 
It 
is a kind which will put more money in our 
pockets.

NOTHING VENTURE, NOTHING GAIN. 


At the very time when our newspapers1 
are full of the plans of the navy depart- 
m.ent to send our fine 
new 
dirigible, the 
Shenandoah, on a record-breaking trip to. 
the North Pole, the French newspapers are 
full of the tragedy which has befallen the j 
French dirigible Dixmude. 
Yet,, despite this dramatic reminder of 
those dangers and uncertainties, we shall 
go right ahead with our plans for the polar 
voyage of the Shenandoah. 
In the first 
place, granting the wonderful expertness 
of the French in most of the departments of 
aeial science, our officers believe that we 
have in the Shenandoah a dirigible far su­ 
perior in every way to the Dixmude and su­ 
perior to any other dirigible now in service. 
In the second place, we shall make no prog­ 
ress at all towards perfection in aerial navi­ 
gation if we permit dangers and uncertain­ 
ties to prevent us from experimenting and 
adventuring. 
This is a business in which long chances 
must be taken. 
Only by making repeated j 
attempts shall we attain the goal— the r e a l; 
goal in this case being not the North Pole,; 
but the conquest of the air. The projected 
voyage of the Shenandoah is a sensible as 
well as a heroic enterprise and the country 
ought to be proud of the men who have 
planned it and will execute it.

GERMANY’S FOOD SITUATION. 


Germany had a better harvest than usual 
this year. 
The potato crop fell off some­ 
what but this was more than offset by a 
large increase in the production of bread 
grains. 
Nevertheless, 
Secretary Hoover’s 
advisers in Germany confirm the reports 
that the German people are in need of help. 
The reason is three-fold— the inability of 
the Government to finance the necessary 
margin of food imports, the breakdown of 
the currency, the inability of many Ger­ 
mans to buy foodstuffs because of unem­ 
ployment. 
The New York 
Tribune 
charges that 
these conditions were deliberately brought 
about by the 
German 
government. 
The 
charge can hardly be refuted. The German 
government wrecked the finances of the 
country in order to carry on the campaign 
of resistance to France. 
Yet it may be ar­ 
gued with some force that any other gov­ 
ernment similarly situated would have done 
the same thing and that, moreover, if the 
German government had failed to do it it 
would have been driven from power. 
At any rate, Mr. Hoover backs the plea 
for aid to Germans who, he says, will starve 
without it, and the

supports the plea.

As it was the day of Preparation 
for the Passover, in order that the 
bodies might not be left on the cross­ 
es over the Sabbath, for that Sabbath 
was an especially important one, the 
Jews asked Pilate to have the men’s 
legs broken and the bodies removed.

secret one, because of his fear of the 
Jews, asked Pilate to let him remove 
Jesus’ body, and Pilate gave him per­ 
mission. 
So Joseph w'ent and took 
the body down. And Nicodemus also, 
who had first come to Jesus at night, 
went taking a roll of myrrh and aloes 
weighing about a 
hundred 
pounds. 
So they took Jesus’ body and wrap­ 
ped it with the spices in bandgages, 
in Jewish way of preparing bodies 
for burial.

or lecture is “on the air.” 
The crystal receiver described in 
this article is easy to build, is always 
ready to use, will give excellent results 
up to a distance of 20 miles, and costs 
only about 65 cents to build. 
The coil, which is of the spider-web 
type, is w-ound on a form consisting of 
a slotted fiber disk, He in* thick, and 5 
in. in diameter. There are 13 ‘‘spokes 
in the form, anti, if fiber is unobtain­ 
able, heavy cardboard may be used 
instead. Fifty turns of No. 26 single 
cotton-covered wire are wound on the 
form, the wire being led through a 
small hole drilled near the center of 
the disk and then wound on the form 
from the center out, over and under 
alternate spokes.

condenser being screwed to the under­ 
side, between the phone posts.

If 
an overhead aerial cannot be used, for 
any reason, the reader can still gefc 
good results by laying three complete 
turns of ordinary bell wire around the 
picture molding of the room, leaving 
one end “open, ’ and connecting tho 
other end to the aerial lead.

Rye Popovers.—Mix and sift two- 
thirds of a cupful of rye meal, one- 
third cupful of flour, one-fourth tea­ 
spoonful of salt. Add gradually one 
cupful of milk, one teaspoonful of 
baking powder or one-half teaspoon­ 
ful of soda, if sour milk is used; 
two beaten eggs and one teaspoon­ 
ful of butter.
